King's Forces, and thoſe of the Grand Seignior before 
Candia, on the 25th of Fane, 1669. 


He Fleet appointed for the Tranſportation of the Sucrors ſent by 
His Chriltian Majelty for the Kelief of © ardis, under the 
| Command of the Duke de Neveite: General of the Land-Forces, 
ſer Sail from Thevlen the Fifth of Jane 1 669, abouc 4 in the 
Afternoon. The 17th following they were joyned by 14 Yener:an Ships 
; pedition ; and came all 
of this City the -9th, where his Majeltics 
Salutes from che Town, anſwered them by the 
Admiral only, The Duke de Beaufort, the Duke ec NaverHesr, Monlicur 
Cetterr (Brother of the Miniſter of State) and other Officers of the Arm 

Embarked themſelves in a C haloupe to diſcover the Enemies Poſts, which, 

as to the Scituation of their Camp at the Seb:oxcre, and Xt. Andre, they 
found to agree with the Draughr ſent thence tothe Court the Aprit be- 

fore ; Save only that the Enemy had made ſome advance eſpecially to- 
wards the ſide of the Baft:0n St. andre,of which indeed they were now be- 
come Maiters, and had raiſed a Battery of two Pieces of Canon, toan- 
noy all Veſſels homngy i, or out ofthe Fort. 
hil'{t chey-were thus Viewing, and confidening the place, they could 
perceive a ſmal Bark, with Yenertes Colours. come from the Port, and 
make towards the Fleet, which it ſeems had -on board her the Sicur Ca- 

Nefan (Kinſman to him that Commands a Brigade in the Army» and now 
employed as an Engineer) eſpecially of late, for the Defence of the Bafion 
of the Sebioners, 

He was ſent beche Captain General of the Republick to Com 

the Admiral the Duke de Neveifes, and the reſt of the Officers: of the Ar- 

my in the Name of theGarriſon, and to inform them of the true ſtate of 

the Place, and the extremity it was reduced to; bringing alſo with him 

a Deſign of the ſame for better Demonſtration. He freely declared They 

had no other hopes of ronering the Place, but the kxpeRation of th 

\ Succors; and, that he had expreſsOrders from the Captain-General, to 
defire a900 Men to Mount the Guard that very night, leſt the Enemy, 
upon their Arrival, ſhould reſolve upon a GeneraE-Aflault, and carry the 

ace, before their Forces could come aſhore, 

This did a lictle ſurprize the Duke de Naveteb, who was loath to ad- 
venture the Landing of part of his Men, and therefore thought beſt, that 
himſelf, and ſome of the Principal Officers of his Army ould fiſt rake a 
view of the Town that night, and afteiwards as he faw occaſion take 
care for the Landing his Men. 

\ This he Communicated co the Admiral, and accordingly obout 11 of 
the © lock with Monſieur de (/hamp and ſome other Officers went on board 
the ſame Barque, that brought Monſicur Cafelan, for his more particular 
information,

of which if the Ehemy wert once poſſeſſed, the whole place would Ye o. 

'pento them, and endanger the loſs of the Garrifon. 

This he thought might reflect upon the honor of the Armes of the King 
His Maſter that the place ſhould be taken in fight of the ſuccors withoat 

attempting ſomething toward its relict, (the Admirall concurring with 
him in the ſame opinion) they reſolved upon a ſpeedy Landing of all their 
forces; which they began to- put in Execution that very night, ſo that in'2 
or 5 dayes they had al] their men a (hore. 

. The 22 day 4 of the Kings Muſquetiers and a Quarter- maſter of Horſe, 
who had orders to'go and provide quarters inthe Town, adventuringto 
enter the Port by day, 3 of the Maſquetiers were killed by the Enemies

, _The 23 day the Admirall entred the Town, and viewed the Poſts, the 

'Generall calling a- Counſell of Officers concluded there was no other ex- 
| * pedient for the preſerving the Town, then by a Generall aſſault immedi- 
| ately to be made upon the Enemy, before they could receive any recruits 

' from Moree of fortify themſelves in their Trenches, Moreover by this 

means they tight ſurprize them ere they could rover their Cavalry to- 
gether, which was now diſmounted and diſperſed up and down the Coun- 
rrey. | 
Theſe conſiderationes confirmed the reſolution of the aſſauſt which was 
| ' to be made upon the' Sebionera (ide, as having a greater convenience of 
fallying out of that quarter then that of St, Andre, and accordingly on 
the 24th at night, or the 25th by break of day endeavor to beat theE- 
nemy from their works and to raiſe them. This was the opinion of our 

Generall and Officers 'and approvedot by the Yenerians | 

It was thought nevertheleſſe too great an undertaking for our ſtrength 
alone, being trom all hands informed the Enemy had 7 or 5000 nien in that 

uarter, Wherefore he required of the Captain Generall to furniſh us with 
all the men, he'poſlibly could. ; 

The great deſire our Generall had to proſecute this deſign, in order to 
the ſaving of the place, and the confidence he had of his own Forces, with 
their promiſe of a ſupply,encouraged him Y ſet upon the Sz0ne10, though 
:t Were intrenched» and of greatet ſtrength then the body wherewitth he 

intended to attempt it- And therefore deſired the Captain Generall ro aſ- 

' Gene him 5 or 600 Pyoneersto ſlight the Enemies works, and nayle down 

their Canon, and that at the ſame time a brisk ſally might be made upon 
the ſides of the 57, Andre, to keep themin play there, that they migut nor 
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faccor the Sabionera, Al-which che Caprain Generall promiced punctually 

The Admiral 2'ſo wiio would needs have a part in this Aion» 1ngag- 
ed to land 1599 of his men from his Ships, and toflead mill Gouga te 
ſubmitted to receive orders from the Genera!s{ + ontieur voor being ap- 
pointed R's a1ariinilf of the C:in')) ind to caitte hes mcn of War tobe 
brought! within Nusjuct thott GE ST. inder, and to keep playing upon the 
Enemies Cainp with tis Cinon from their +hips; being unwiling to be a 
witneſs only to th1s 801;0usS*Enterpriſe without runn:2g all the riſques 
that ſhonld attend it, | 
But the Yentrians who at firlt promifed us 4 or 5c0 horſe and 3oco Foot 
to joyn with ours ſhewing the impoſſibil:ty of attocding any» crook upon 
them nevertheleſſe ro d: vert the Enemy at St. 41dr-, and by a ſtout alley 
which they: would make under the favour of our Cannon from the Ships 
to enter the Fort itſelf. ; ; þ 

The 24th at night the Admiral: having landed his ſeamen ſent notice 
thereof to the Duke de Navai/es aſſuring him of their good diſpoltrion,each 
Company being commanded bythe Caprain of that veſſell out of which 
they were taken, and that now he wanted only orders to draw them out 
and to fall upon the Enemy, | 

The Generall returned him anſwer by the Baron de St, Aerk that it was 
too great a danger for a perſon of his quality co expoſe himſelf ro, whom 
he alſo defired to uſe all arguments to difiwade him, urging the great 
importance the ſatety of his perſon was to his Majelties Service, and the 
particulatgood of the deſign now in hand, but all his inftances could not 
prevail upon htm co aſter his reſolution, 

Thar night che D. de Navif:s went to take 2 view ofthe Rere of the E- 
nemys Camp where he refolved ro make his Onſet, and in his return viſc- 
ed the Fort Demer-ivr, by 'which he intended to iflue out his Treops, arid 
having diſpoſed his Barelis, he acquainred the Captain Genera); the D. 
of Brafr Monjieur, $ \#ndre Monthrun with the Order, deſiring they would 
with all freedom give theiropinion upon it, (an affairof ſo great impor- 
rance to Chriltendom»required to be well-weighed ) which when under- 
ſtood they unanimuſly approved it to have been ſo well laid, that there 
was nothing to be added or altered. 7 

Icbeing now near day» the - D, de Navailtes. began to draw out his men 
out of the Town, with the greatelt ſilence imaginable in the Order agreed 


 tjpon before, which was as follows, 


Four hundred men were drawa out of each wat" Grenadiers placed 


in the Front of them,'and brought upby 3 Troops of horſe commanded by 
Monfieur Dampier. 


Theſe were followed by the Regiments of Gaerer, Saint Yalier, Lorrein and 
Briteny, 4 Troops of horſe upon their wings, and brought up by the Regi- 
ments of Moniague. ]-n/ac, and Grane, 

The Regiments of Harceurr, Corti, Lignieresr, Mompizer, and Vendoſwe made 
un the Reſerve commanded by Mon/evr de Choiſeville, 4 Squadrons of horſe 
marching upon their wings, and were Poſted between the Enemies two 
C:mps to cut off all relief that might come from $S, Ayrne to the Sebi: era 
ticy were about to attaque, There 
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ſtrange and uneven Countrey» we marched in this excellent order till we

There were alſo $o of the Kings Muſquetiers and 100 reformed Officer 
p!aced between the firit and ſecond line to de ready upon any EMErgency, 
The Forces that came from on board the Ships were ordered to m 
their ſally on the left ſide of the Trench of the Sebionere, | 
Whilit the Army was drawingout the D de Nayaille; cauſed two breact 
to be made to ſally out of the 1rench, by one of which $00 men ſhouk 
attzcque them in the Front, the relt ro divide themlelves into two bodies 
and flank the two Batteries but with expreſſe Order not to {tir till 
they knew the Camp was ingaged, and in caſe they gained the Batteries, 
which in all likelihood they would there to range themſelves, and not ta 
advance a foot without freſh Orders 
After filence commanded, which was punAually obſerved, thou 


ghing 


came within a very ſmall diſtance of the Enemy, and ranged our ſelves 
; Fonntonn ina little place leading into their Camp, without everbeing 
iſcovered. 
The day was alſo propitious to our deſigns» our. laſt Troops being ſcarce 
. come up to their Lines, when we could diſcern the Enemies Camp. 
, Our commanded men who were then within halt Muſquet ſhot of the 
E nemy were fired upon by the Muſqueriers, and our Generall diſcovering 
ewo Redodbrs at the head of the Quarters, cauſed them to be fer upon by 
the Porces commanded by Monfievr Dampier, who ſeconded by the Guards 
immediarly carried them with great reſolution, putting all to the iword 
that made any reſiſtance. -_—__ 
At the lame time the Enemies Lines.were aſſaulted and taken by the 
Regiments of S.Yelier and Leneis, whillt the commanded men fell upon the 
Rereofthe Trench, M Caefietan, ſecondingthemin the head of the 
Company of Guards under his Command, with.infinite execution and 


though it were prohibited upon pain of. death, and en- 
ering the enemies Huts flew great numbers, whom they ſurprized before 
ny could get into a poſture of defence. 
itherto every thing ſucceeded according to our deſires, though we had 
not above 3oo men from on board the ſhips, and few or none of the 
V-netiens, ſo that this handful of men routed this numerous enemy,amonegſt 
whom was fo great conſternation, that they threw themſelves head-long 
into the Sea when they were Malters of the Batteries and Cannon. 
The Enemy thus beaten from their Camp, drew up upon an Aſcent.on 
our right hand, whence viewing our ſmall numbers on the left, ſcarce 
Zoo Seamen advancing, notwithitanding all the importunity. of the Ad- 
mirall and \ſenheur Colberr,with a hideous ſhour, rallied to charge us in thoſe 
Trenches they had ſo lately abandoned: but our General perceiving 


their intent ſuſtained the charge, &forced them twice to a confuſed retreat, 


not without a confiderable lots, but they being a ſort of people that quicks 
ly rallv. were preſently upon us again, with as much eagerneſs as former- 
-Jy zhey fled : Our General then put himlelt in the head of the Company. of 


Guards, and cauſing the Squadron of S, Ei:4e to follow, received them ſo 
warmly,that we became Malters of the upper ground they had:taken.

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then there happened an unlucky accident, the Powder Granadoes 
—_ 2 Batcery poſſeſſed by the Guards gG, the louidivis tearing 
there had been a Mine, diſperſed che whole Battalion, running to the 
righe and ſeit hand in that diſorder that Monſieur <e/efen had much adoe 

ake t ranly. 
Oe 300 from on board the Ships, terrified wich this accident. dcſer- 
ted their Polts and by all the endeavours could poſſibly be uſed would 
not be brought back to the fight. 

The General and Menfievv Colbert ſeeing this diſater came up with our 
Grit Battalions in the head of 5o of the Kin Muiquetiers on foot, where- 
with this (mall budy wy rected chings beyond all imaginacion. 

This misfortune gave ſuch encouragement to the Turks that they artac- 

d our men afreſh with vigor enough. who were ſo ſhiken with the vio- 
lence of the affault and number ofthe Enemy, that che greateit part be- 
to retreat without order, and had not our General with = refo- 
ion in thehead of a ſmall troop of horſe he had newly rallyed together, 
maintained a Curtaine that favoured our retreat, the Enemy had prevailed 
upon this diſord-r to our very great diſadvantage. 

In the mean time the body of the Reſerve, was ſurrounded with feveral 
Cempanies, nowred in upon them from St. andre, berween whom-- there 
was ſlight a «kirmiſh but of no longcontinuance, which our-men net being 
able to ſuſtaine, though infmitely Encouraged thereunto by the Meffieurs 
tle B et and Cboy/eul who had both their horſes killed under them, Follows 
_ ed the example of the Seamen. and made a diſorderly retre ar. | 

This comyleated the loſs of thit Advantage, we ſo long had in our hands, 
and the Enemy fearing our recreat might betray chem inte an Ambuſh 
had nor Courage enough to purſue, retaining (till ſucha dread of oue 
forces though retreated in diforder, that our General aſfilicd only by 
the Mefheurs Tuladr!, and 4rgetion, and 4. or 5 Gentlemen of his own 
family that never deſerted him. mide good lo orderly a retrext, that the 
Enemy durſt not attempt this ſmal number, but diſcharging 2 great vol 
of ſmal ſhot upon them, our Generals horſe was hurt im rwo places, 
himſelf received a ſhot on his Armor but without hurt to his | 

The Admiral the Duke 4e Beazfor! abandoned by all his men fell in this 
ation, without any perſon about him but- what were killed or wounds - 
ded; among the former was Monſicur:Bewey che-later Monb6eur Hos - 
guerre, who had his Foot ſhot off ar the Ancle by a Maſquer bullet; - 

This glorious Attion, So hippily begun, and carried on with that cared 
lent condu&, however unfortunatein the diſorder, might nevertheleſſ 
have been citeemed a ſuccesfull and 2dvantagious enterprize, were it not 
-- the invaluable loſs of our Admiral,and thoſe other Noble perſons that ' 

ith him. | 
The advice from the Enemies Camp ſpeaks the loſs on their fide to have -: 
very conſiderable, above 109 men. having been killed, drowned, 
and taken Priſoncrs,
